of floral rays revolute for half their length. 
I.C.— Incurved cactus, fully double flowers with the 
margins of the floral rays revolute for one-half 


or more of their length with tips curving toward 
center of flower. 


st.C.— Straight cactus, same as above but with the 
floral rays straight, slightly incurved or re- 
curved. | 


Ball— Fully double, ball shaped or slightly flattened 
rays either quilled, round or blunt at tips. 


Single— One row of ray florets with a pronounced disc 
at center.
